Council requests waste commission audit

Didsbury town council passed a 
motion at its Nov. 25 meeting to not 
support a solid waste fee increase to 
the Town of Didsbury. 

Didsbury council is kicking an 
increased requisition from Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management 
Commission to the curb and is request¬ 
ing, along with Carstairs council, an 
audit of the organization’s 2014 finan¬ 
cials. 

The town received a requisi¬ 
tion on Nov. 24 from the Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management 
Commission (MVRWMC) totalling 
$186,135 for 2015. The total that the 
town paid in 2014 was $62,210 The 
new requisition would require each 
Didsbury home to pay $27.70 per 
month - a $7 increase over the 2014 
rate - for a service Didsbury residents 
do not use. 

Because utility services operate on 
a cost recovery basis, all increases are 
passed directly on to consumers. But 
in this case, both council members 


and administrators from the town 
were not happy with such a large 
increase in the requisition. The town 
pays a requisition to the commission 
because it was a founding member 
-even though it no longer uses com¬ 
mission services. 

“It’s just too much of a hit (to resi¬ 
dents)," said Coun. Garth Hollinger 
during discussions at the council meet¬ 
ing. 

“Administration is very upset by this 
and I think council is upset by this,” 
added Roy Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer. 

Brown told councillors that Sundre’s 
chief administrative officer, David 
Dubauskas, emailed Brown and told 
him that all the options available to 
town councils to fight the increase 
were legal remedies. 

Council passed a motion to not sup¬ 
port the increase. 

Brown told councillors that Carstairs 
council passed the same motion as 
Didsbury, including requesting an 
audit of the commission’s financials. 

Following the conclusion of the 
council meeting on Nov. 26, Didsbury 


councillors went into a meeting that 
was closed to the public to discuss 
the MVRWMC requisition. Because 
no formal motions were made regard¬ 
ing the closed-door session, Mayor 
Rick Mousseau said he couldn’t 
speak about what was discussed. 
But he did say that councillors are 
disturbed by the tripling of the requi¬ 
sition for 2015. 

“It’s not only us that’s getting hit with 
an increase, it’s other municipalities 
too, so we’re quite concerned about it. 
Didsbury residents already pay a fee 
and to increase it again ... 1 don’t think 
it’s right. That’s quite an increase," he 
said. 

Town council will be eagerly await¬ 
ing a MVRWMC meeting on Dec. 4 
and crafting a further response based 
on what comes out of that meeting, 
Mousseau said. 

Mary Anne Overwater, chair of the 
MV RWMC, said one of the reasons why 
the conunission raised the requisition 
to municipalities was that the revenues 
that were budgeted for in the past 
didn’t materialize. Another reason is 
that expenses have gone up. 


As a result of the commission’s deci¬ 
sion to raise the requisition, it will be 
hosting an all-council meeting on Dec. 
4 to explain why that decision was 
made. 

“At that point in time the ... finance 
standing committee will be presenting 
all the issues that we have come across 
in the past year and probably the pre¬ 
vious few years. We felt it was best 
to have a council meeting like that ... 
and that way everybody has a chance 
to hear the same thing from the com¬ 
mission as to what obstacles we have 
come across over the past year and 
discuss the finances and direction of 
the conunission," she said. 

Overwater said commission board 
members have asked in-depth ques¬ 
tions in regard to the commission's 
finances and have crafted the best 
budget possible within the constraints 
they have been presented with. 

“There are things that have come 
our way that we were not prepared for 
expense-wise and we basically (pre¬ 
pared the budget) based on the infor¬ 
mation that was provided to us at the 
time," she said. 
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Pool hoping to be open 
this week 


No traffic changes 
proposed for 16 th Street

After being completely closed to 
repair the roof over the waterslide last 
week, it was hoped that the pool will 
resume a limited schedule this week. 

The pool had been on a limited sched¬ 
ule for the past month while work 
crews repaired the roof on the pool. 
In the midst of that repair, an unex¬ 
pected repair to the waterslide tower 
was needed, so last week, that portion 
of the roof was completely removed, 
necessitating a complete closure. 

Originally, when the project was 
contemplated, it was hoped the repair 
wouldn’t impact operations, said Nicole 
Aasen, the town’s manager of commu¬ 
nity services. 

But once the gravel on the roof had 
been removed and workers started 
applying a hot tar mixture about two 
weeks ago, it was decided to close the 
pool from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. so that neither 
pool staff nor patrons would be subject 
to the fumes. As a result, the pool was 
only open during evening hours. 

“We didn’t want the public or our 
staff to have to be around (the fumes),” 
Aasen said, so a modified evening 
schedule was put in place. 

Last week’s unexpected repair to the 
roof of the waterslide tower closed the 


pool completely because the inside of 
the pool was open to the elements while 
the repair was being completed. 

“The entire (roof repair), we’re hop¬ 
ing will be done in the next three 
weeks and we can just be back to 
regular operating hours,” she said. 
“We don't know exactly how bad (the 
waterslide portion) is going to be ... 
but we're just taking it as it comes 
because we don’t want to be exposing 
the public or our staff to those nox¬ 
ious fumes.” 

Aasen said the best way to find out 
the pool's schedule is to call the pool, 
check the town’s website at www.dids- 
bury.ca or check the town’s Facebook 
page. 

“We’re keeping people updated on 
what our hours are and we just ask for 
them to be patient because the roof 
does need to be replaced. But we do 
expect that in the next few weeks, the 
job will be completed,” she said, add¬ 
ing that if everything goes according 
to plan, the pool could resume normal 
operating hours in about two weeks. 

Western Weather Protector is com¬ 
pleting the job. Council allocated 
$409,000 to the roof repair. During the 
Nov. 25 meeting, council allocated an 
additional $26,480 in operating funds to 
replace the steel decking on the water- 
slide tower.

Another traffic study to deter¬ 
mine if the area between 20th 
and 22nd avenues on 16th Street 
should be a designated play¬ 
ground zone will be conducted 
in the spring of 2015. 

Council agreed to do the study 
based on a report recently sub¬ 
mitted by Derek Sutherland, 
the town’s manager of protec¬ 
tive services following coun¬ 
cil’s discussion at the Oct. 28 
regular meeting. 

Sutherland said in the report 
to council that based on the six 
criteria listed in the Guidelines 
for School and Playground 
Zones produced by Alberta 
Transportation, the area in ques¬ 
tion doesn’t meet the criteria. 

The ball diamond, which 
would be the playground area, 
only received a score of 36 
based on the criteria. The mini¬ 
mal score for either a play¬ 
ground area or playground zone 


is 40. 

Both councillors Garth 
Hollinger and Kimberley Moore 
said at the Nov. 26 council 
meeting that further study on 
the issue was warranted. 

While Coun. Lavar Adams 
said he had no difficulty with 
leaving the area as a 50 kilome¬ 
tre per hour area as it is now, 
he suggested that because the 
study was completed following 
the Oct. 28 meeting, that per¬ 
haps another study should be 
conducted in the warm weather 
months to see if there is more 
possibility for pedestrian/vehi¬ 
cle conflict in the spring. 

Sutherland’s study found that 
motorists were already lower¬ 
ing their average speed to 38 
kilometres per hour in a 50 
kilometre per hour zone. 

“People are already dropping 
their speed limits," Adams said. 
“I have no problem with it as it 
is now. I think we need more 
study on what the traffic (vol¬ 
ume) is.” 


Councillors decide against further support for dog park

Town council decided 
at its meeting on Nov. 25 
to maintain the current 
level of support to the 
dog park operated by 
the Didsbury Veterinary 
Clinic.

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Music students hone their craft

Music students from around Chinook’s Edge 
School Division honed their skills in JazzFest work¬ 
shops in Didsbury on November 26 and 27. 

About 250 students took part in clinics led by musi¬ 
cians from the Calgary Jazz Orchestra who coached 
the students through the intricacies of various instru¬ 
ments such as bass guitar, percussion and horns. 

The students then performed for adjudicators 
who evaluated the students’ efforts and offered fur¬ 
ther advice. The workshops were held at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church. Students then per¬ 
formed in Olds at the TransCanada Theatre during 
evening performances on November 26 and 27. 

This was the 13th year for the workshops in 
Didsbury, while the concerts in Olds have been going 
on for five years. 

Students from Didsbury, Olds, Innisfail, Carstairs 
and Cremona participated in the workshops. 

Tyrell Zimmerman, a Grade 12 Didsbury High 
School (DHS) student who has participated in the 
festival for several years, said he finds the workshops 
a good learning opportunity. 

He plays bass guitar in the DHS Odds band. The 


band consists of about 15 to 20 musicians playing 
rhythm (guitar, bass, piano and drums), a trumpet 
section, a saxophone section and a trombone sec¬ 
tion. 

“It’s shown me different ways to play it to sound 
better.

It’s just little things that 
help you improve," he said. 

Mikaela Munn, a trumpet player in the DHS Odds 
band, said the workshops are a good opportunity to 
get more feedback about how one is playing. 

“For us, it’s a great opportunity because we go 
into competitions and on trips, and with the extra 
opinions of these .adjudicators it allows us to know 
more of what we should do. With just your band 
teacher, it’s one singular opinion, but by getting more 
opinions, it’s adding to your knowledge of music and 
allowing you to grow, so it's really good to get ab¬ 
dicated,” she said.

Bridge and 
road funding 
vital to rural 
Alberta

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s decision to cut fund¬ 
ing for the resource road and 
the local road bridge pro¬ 
grams in 2013 and again in 
2014 has created serious con¬ 
cerns across rural Alberta. 

In an effort to get the 
government to start put¬ 
ting money back into the 
programs, the Alberta 
Association of Municipal 
Districts and Counties 
(AAMDC) has again passed 
a resolution calling for rein¬ 
statement of the funding. 

During its recent annual convention in Edmonton, 
AAMDC members, including Red Deer and Mountain 
View counties, overwhelmingly backed the resolu¬ 
tion put forward by the County of Lethbridge. 

The resolution calls for the 2015 provincial budget 
to immediately provide funding for the programs, 
and states that if new funding is not forthcoming, 
it will certainly compound an already serious situ¬ 
ation. 

“This (zero funding of the programs) directly shifts 
the entire financial burden of bridge maintenance 
and replacement to municipalities. Support through 
government funding and reduced bureaucratic pro¬ 
cess while maintaining needed standards is critical," 
the resolution reads. 

“This has had a significant impact on rural infra¬ 
structure/transportation networks. Previously the 
resource road program was funded at $31 million; the 
local road bridge program was funded at $26 million." 

It is the second straight year that the association 
has called on the PC government to reinstate fund¬ 
ing for the programs. 

“It’s unconscionable that the province continues 
to zero fund that (bridge) program,” said Mountain 
View County reeve Bruce Beattie. “We are looking 
at our budget and we see the deficit that is building 
relative to these bridge structures.” 

Red Deer County mayor Jim Wood says provincial 
funding for bridges and roads is absolutely vital in 
his municipality. 

“We’ve never expected the province to pay for 
all of our bridges, but at this point in time they are 
expecting us to pay for them all," said Wood. “We 
sure don’t want to not be able to replace those 
bridges when the time comes.” 

Former premier Alison Redford chose to ignore 
the repeated warnings from the AAMDC and others 
that zero funding the resource and bridge programs 
would be detrimental to rural communities. 

Although he is facing new financial pressures 
created by the recent drop in oil prices, Premier 
Prentice needs to show that he is serious about turn¬ 
ing a new post-Redford page. And he can do that by 
coming up with the needed cash for rural roads and 
bridges. 

Although rural Alberta doesn't have the population 
numbers, and therefore the votes, of the big urban 
centres, the voices of rural communities need to be 
heard in this case - for the sake of public safety and 
for the viability of the province’s overall economy.

“We’ve created an advoca¬ 
cy or interventional initiative 
aimed at changing the conver¬ 
sation about poverty and how 
doctors think about poverty as a 
health issue," Bloch explained. 
“It’s one of those cultural shift 
things.” 

1 decided to get back in touch 
with Bloch to see whether a cul¬ 
tural shift in Canada had taken 
place. Indeed it has. “It’s been a 
wildfire effect,” Bloch told me. 

Bloch ticked off a laundry 
list of provinces and organiza¬ 
tions that were using or about 
to use the tool. He described 
a “pretty amazing" and broad 
coalition that came together 
to promote the tool, including 
public health leaders, pediatric 
and family doctors, communi¬ 
ty health centres and regional 
health authorities. A doctor in 
British Columbia has devel¬ 
oped a version for his region. 
Manitoba is about to roll out its 
own adaptation. A public health 
officer in Nova Scotia is push¬ 
ing for the tool in that province. 
The tool is getting attention is 
Saskatchewan, too. 

Physician groups, like the 
College of Family Physicians 


Canada and the Registered 
Nurses’ Association of Ontario, 
have signed on. The Canadian 
Medical Association (CMA) has 
developed a continuing educa¬ 
tion module based on these pov¬ 
erty interventions. On his web¬ 
site, CMA president Dr. Chris 
Simpson says, “Dr. Gary Bloch 
is one of those guys who walks 
the talk and speaks about ‘pre¬ 
scribing money’ as a way to help 
patients who are economically 
disadvantaged.” 

Simpson told me that Bloch’s 
approach is the first clinically rel¬ 
evant tool to address social deter¬ 
minants of health. To support 
Bloch's work, the CMA’s con¬ 
versations and advocacy about 
the tool are heightening aware¬ 
ness among Canadian physicians 
that they need to address these 
risk factors. Simpson added that 
Bloch and his team also conduct 
trainings to help doctors learn 
how to use the tool. 

Trudy Lieberman, a journal¬ 
ist for more than W years, is 
an adjunct associate profes¬ 
sor of public health at Hunter 
College in New York City. 
She is an expert advisor at 
EvidenceNetwork. ca 


Last fall when I visited Canada 
I met a Toronto doctor named 
Gary Bloch who has developed 
a poverty tool for medical prac¬ 
titioners. The tool assesses 
what patients might need other 
than prescriptions for the new¬ 
est drugs. Bloch’s idea was to 
zoom in on the social determi¬ 
nants of health - food, hous¬ 
ing, transportation - all poverty 
markers linked to bad health 
and poor health outcomes. 

The tool, a four-page brochure, 
notes that poverty accounts 
for 24 per cent of a person's 
years of life lost in Canada and 
offers three steps for doctors to 
address poverty. The first step 
is to screen every patient by 
asking them, “Do you ever have 
difficulty making ends meet at 
the end of the month?" The 
next two steps urge clinicians 
to factor poverty into clinical 
decisions like other risk fac¬ 
tors and to ask questions about 
income support by age/family 
status, such as whether seniors 
have applied for supplemental 
income benefits they may be 
entitled to.

After years of small 
leaks to both the town 
office and library roof, 
money may be set aside in 
the 2015 Town of Didsbury 
budget to repair it 

During budget discus¬ 
sions on November 18 
and 21, council members 
were told that roof repairs 
have been estimated to 
cost $40,000 to $60,000. 

Greg Skotheim, the 
town’s manager of plan¬ 
ning, infrastructure and 
public works, said the 
town has experienced 
intermittent issues for 
about the past five years. 
The town had a facility 
inspection done on the 
building to assess the 
need for the repair. 

“It’s drips. It’s not water 


pouring in. It’s affecting 
the town office and the 
library. We’ve got to get 
this thing looked after,” 
he said. 

Inez Kosinski, manager 
of the Didsbury Municipal 
Library, said while the 
library has experienced 
some book loss as a 
result, so far the library 
has not had any signifi¬ 
cant water damage. 

“Mostly we’ve caught 
(the leaks) in time and 
we haven’t lost too many 
books. They’ve tested the 
air quality in the library 
and it’s OK,” she said. 

Kosinski said the leaks 
are sporadic and mostly 
due to significant rain¬ 
storms or large snow¬ 
falls. The town has had 
patches put on the roof 
in the spots where it has 
leaked several times over 


the years. 

The library staff would 
look forward to a more 
permanent solution, 
Kosinski added. 

“That kind of security 
and assurance would be 
wonderful," she said. “It 
worries me because I 
don’t want to lose expen¬ 


sive books.” 

Rather than replace the 
entire roof, which would 
cost significantly more, 
Skotheim said adminis¬ 
trators have decided to 
install a rubber mem¬ 
brane that should do the 
same job as a complete 
roof replacement. 


“That will meet our 
needs and it’s kind of a 
cost-effective product for 
this job,” he said. 

Council members are 
due to discuss the budget 
again on Dec. 9 and are 
expected to pass a provi¬ 
sional 2015 budget before 
the end of December. 


Small adjustments will 
be made to the budget in 
the spring once the tax 
assessment and various 
requisitions have been 
finalized for council’s 
consideration. The town’s 
budget will be finalized 
sometime in the spring of 
2015.

Aside from her hus¬ 
band Dan and Premier 
Jim Prentice, no one 
knew about her deci¬ 
sion - not even Danielle 
Smith, the leader of the 
Wildrose whom she con¬ 
sidered a close friend. 

“I have made harder 
decisions in my life but this 
was the most awful- feel¬ 
ing decision I have made 
in a long time," said Towle, 
adding her first communi¬ 
cation with Smith about 
the decision was 45 min¬ 
utes before her announce¬ 
ment with the premier on 
Nov. 24. It was Smith who 
texted her to express her 
disappointment. 

“If I thought I could 
have talked to her I 
would have, but that is 
just the way it goes. That 
is politics. You don’t 
walk in to the leader and 
tell them you’re leaving. 
They would kick you out 
right there," said Towle, 
acknowledging the close 


friendship is now over. 

It was a week of great 
strain and little sleep 
for the rookie Innisfail- 
Sylvan Lake MIA She 
spent much of last week 
on the government side 
of the legislature, forced 
to endure the disdain 
from former Wildrose col¬ 
leagues who once respect¬ 
ed her. And then, there 
was the knowledge she’s 
a pariah to Wildrose loyal¬ 
ists who long revered her 
for the pugnaciousness 
of her stances against the 
governing Tories. 

“I wanted to get out 
of session and back to 
my riding as soon as 
possible. When I was in 
Edmonton I felt awful. 
1 had to be accountable 
for my decision, and it 
was hard,” said Towle. 

She also has to con¬ 
vince many of her con¬ 
stituents she is not a turn¬ 
coat or an opportunist 
who bolted just because 


the Wildrose party is 
struggling through its 
worst internal crisis in 
its brief history. 

“Everything I stand for 
has not changed. I believe 
this government has to do 
more for seniors and the 
vulnerable,” said Towle, 
who must go through a 
Tory nomination process 
to represent the Innisfail- 
Sylvan Lake riding before 
June 1. “I believe this 
government has to get 
spending under control. 
I believe this government 
has to get to balanced 
budgets and consolidat¬ 
ing the budget reporting 
to Albertans. None of 
that has changed. 

“What has changed 
is that I believe the 
Wildrose party was fall¬ 
ing apart, and I believe 
the membership was 
dictating how we vote,” 
she added. “There was a 
certain faction of people 
who decided they were 


going to run the party 
and they were sending 
the party in a direc¬ 
tion that was not in line 
with my views or with 
the views I shared with 
my constituents. When 
I realized that, I then 
knew I was no longer 
representing my constit¬ 
uency in the right way.” 

Towle said last Friday 
she had received more 
than 300 phone calls 
and emails from citizens 
since Nov. 24, with about 
10 per cent rejecting her 
decision and about 10 of 
those “really angry". 

“I told them I was sorry 
for disappointing them. I 
tell them I hope they can 
see overthe next 15 months 
that I will work hard and 
nothing has changed with 
that but I understand if 
they can’t support me,” said 
Towle, adding the overall 
response to her decision 
has been “overwhelmingly” 
supportive.
